Big Joe D., picked for the team by 
Boudreau after he missed the first 
ta games of the season with a sore 
heel, drove in three big runs that 
proved to be the clincher with a 
sixth-inning double and first-inning 
single. 


Despite five errors by the Na- 
tionals in a poor performance that 
set an all-star game record for 
Boots, it was touch and gd until Joe 
DiMaggio's double off the left cen- 
terfleld wall drove home two big 
, runs in the sixth. 
When Ralph 
Kiner's 
two-run 
home 
regained 
those runs in the last of the sixth, 
the Americans lashed away 
at 
Howie Pollet for a three-run splurge 
in the seventh that put the game 
beyond reach. 


The American leaguers had taken 
the lead for keeps In the fourth in- 
ning when a groun<Jgr hit by Phila- 
delphia's Eddie Joost took a freak 
hop past first fcacker Oil Hodges 
for a single, scoring two runs. 


Boudreau called that play the

Nationals Use 7 Pitchers 


Manager Billy Southworth, who 
bossed the nationals to their last 
all-star success back in 1944, parad-

Only Ralph 
Branca, Brooklyn's a¿e, failed to see 
action among the pitchers. 


The bottom fell out of this game 
In the very first Inning when er- 
rors by third baseman Eddie Kazak 
of St. Louis and shortstop Peewee 
Reese of Brooklyn paved the way to 
a four-run American spurt. 


Kafcak's hurried low throw on 
George Kell's hard smash started 
Spahn's trouble. Singles by Joe Di- 
Maggio, Eddie Robinson of Wash- 
ington and Birdie Tebbetts of Bos- 
ton. a walk to Eddie Joose of Phil- 
adelphia and Reese's mess-up of 
Chicago Cass Michael's bounder in- 
tervened before Spahn whiffed Mel 
Parnell to stop the massacre.

Joe DiMaggio, starting in place of 
the injured Tommy Henrich, stroked 
hi» big double in the sixth off Vera 
Bickford, the second pitcher from 
Southworth's own Boston club. Bro- 
ther Dom DiMaggio opened the in- 
ning with a double to left and Kell 
walked. After Williams flied deep to 
center. Bob Dillinger of St. Louis 
ran for Kell. Joe D., on the Ail-Star 
for the eleventh time, caught hold 
of the pitch he had been waiting for 
all afternoon and hammered 
it 
against the wall in left center, sow- 
ing Dom and Dillinger. Despite his 
aching heel, Joe roared into second 
base and took third when Catcher 
Roy Campanella of Brooklyn let the 
outfield throw bounce away from 
him.

Britain Takes Over 
Port Of London As 
Strike Continues 


London, July 12 —(/P)— Britain's 
Labor government formally seized 
the port of London today to force 
a showdown with strikng dock work- 
ers, but the fildcat walkout spread. 


A five-man emergency committee, 
armed with extraordinary powers 
was appointed to run the docks on 
behalf of« the nation. 


As army and navy reinforcements 
moved in, hundreds of dock workers 
joined the work stoppage, which the 
government blames on communist 
agitation. Strike leaders deny they 
are communists. 


At the end of the day 13,296 dock- 
ers—more than half the London 
dock labor force of 25v000—had fail- 
ed to report for work. This meant 
3.077 had gone out since last night. 
Official figures showed 127 ships 
were held idle and eight were load 
ing or unloading cargoes with under- 
manned stevedore crews. 


The strike spread even beyond the 
Thames waterfront. About 2,000 
drivers and porters at Smithfield, 
London's biggest meat market, an- 
nounced they will "refuse to handle 
cargoes brought ashore by troop6."
